Sarah Althea Savagely Abuses. Jus- 
tice Field in Open Court. | 

Her David Knocks Marshal Franks 
Down and Draws a Kuife. 


The Precious Pair Promptly Punished for Cou- 
temp'—Jadge Terry Sent to Jat for Six 
Months and His W.fe Given a 
Thirty-days<’ Sentence. 


SAN Francisco, Sept. 3.—Justice Field 
rendered a lengthy decision in the United 
States Circuit Court this morning on the 
bill of revivor in the Sharon case. The 
opinion was concurred in by Judges Sawyer 
and Sabin. Judge Sawyer’s previous de- 
cision declaring the ‘marriage contract a 
forgery is sustained, and the trustees under 
a deed of trust executed by William Sharon 
are given the right to handle property un- 
trammeled by actions on the part of Sarah 
Althea. 

MES, TERRY BREAKS OUT. 

The announcement made several days 
ago that a decision in the Sharon case 
would be rendered today drew a large 
crowd to the United States courtroom. 
About 200 lawyers, beside all the parties 
directly interested in the case, occupied the 
inclosure immediately in front of the 
judges. Judge David S. Terry, who has 
been the chief counsé! for his wife during 
the entire titigation, sat alongside . of tiis 
wife today, and both paid close attention to 
the reading of the decision. | Mrs, ‘Terry 
appeared very neryous at the outset, and 
as the reading progressed her agitation in- 
creased. Finally, when Jugge Field was 
about half through, Mrs. Terry jumped to 
her feet and asked the Judge if he was 
going to order her to’ give up her sigan 
contract. 

Judge Field quietly told her to ‘sit down. 

* CHARGES OF BRIBERY. 

Mrs. Terry’s face turned white with pas- 
sion, and she cried: ‘Justice Field, we hear 
that you have been bought. We would like 


to know if that is so, and what figures<you 
rhold yourself at. it seems that no person 
can get justice in this court unless he has a 


Judge Field turned to Marshal Franks 


‘Marshal, remove that woman from this 
courtroom.” . 

The Marshal advanced toward Mrs.Terry, 
but she took no notice of him, but broke 
out with oaths and vulgar language. 

TERRY KNOCKS THE MARSHAL DOWN. 

Franks grasped her arm, and in an in- 
stant Judge Terry arose aud exclaimed: 
“By God! she is my wife, and. no living 
man shall teneh her.’ With this he dealt 
Franks a terribie blow on the neck with his 
fist, which sent the Marshal reeling across 
the floor. Franks regained himself, and | 
with several deputies and _  by-s®anders 
rushed upon Terry and quickly removed 
him. Mrs. Terry was also taken from the 
room and locked in the Marshal’s office. A 
deputy was placed at the door, when Terry 
advanced upon him and demanded admi 
sion, which the deputy refused. Terry p t 
his hand in his pocket and drew forth a 

DANGEROUS-LOOKING DIRK, 
with a biade eight imches Jong, and, with a 
curse, held it above his head and declared 


him away from his wife. 

Marshal Franks and several others at 
once jumped upon him, and tried to take 
the knife away. A desperate struggle fol- 
lowed. All the men fell to the floor, and the 
knife was Bowery Bn taken away from Terry 

one being injured. Terry was 
then Iccked in the room with his wife, 
SARAH ALTHEA’S ARSENAL. 

A satchel which Mrs, Terry had dropped 
in the courtroom during the excitement was 
found, to contain an English bulldog re- 
volver, with ail six chambers loaded. 

Marshal Franks entered the room where 
the. two were confined, and Mrs. Terry at 
once made a violent attack upon him, and 
| beat him about the face and head. She was 

ieted, however, and a strong guard 
in the room. 

The wildest excitement had revailed in 
the courtroom and corridors during the dis- 
turbance, but as soon as quiet was restored 
Judge Field resumed the reading of the de- 
cision. When he had concluded the court 
took a recess and the Judges retired to 
their chambers. 

BOTH SENT TO JAIL. 

Two hours later they again appeared in 
Ity 
they hada decided to inflict upon ge 
Terry arid his wife. Neither of the parties 
were allowed in the courtroom while the 
sentence was pronounced. Judge Field 
ordered that Terry be imprisoned in the 
County Jail of Alameda county for six 
months, and that Mrs. Terry be imprisqgned 
for 30 days, No alternative in the way of 
fine was allowed. 

After the court bad adrourned Judge 
‘lerry and wife were taken out to lunch in 
charge of adeputy United States marshal, 
and were afterward kept in the Marshal’s 
office during the entire afternoon. Judge 
Stanley was with them, acting as friend 

nd legal adviser, and carefully seanned 
the writs of commitment issued by the Fed- 
eral judges. 

WILL TRY HABEAS CORPUS. 

Judge Terry, when asked wiat he pro- 
posed todo, said: “I can’t do anything 
but serve my sentence, asit is impossible 
to obtain relief from the State courts.”” He 
was apparently uncoucerned about passing 
six months in jail, and laughed and talked 
About 4 o’clock he sent for the 
Commissioner of the United States Courts, 
and drew up what was understood to be a 
petitioa to the Supreme Court of the U nited 
States for a writ of habeas corpus to be sent 
to Washington by the first mail. 

Judge Hoffman, when asked what would 
be the probable result of the petition, said

BURNED. 


A DESTRUCTIVE BLAZE EARLY 
_YKSTERDAY. 


The Los Angeles National Bank 
Building Badly Damaged and the 
Fine Masonic Temple Destroyed— 
Damage to Stocks by \Water. 


The Los Angeles National Bank build- 
ing, at the corner of First and Spring 
streets, narrowly escaped total déstruction 
by fire yesterday morning, and fora short 
time it looked as though the entire block, 
one of the best in the city, would go. As it 
was, however, by hard work on the part of 
the fire department, the ‘flames were con- 
fined to the upper stories of the bank build- 
ing, the top floor of which was the Masonic 


7 o'clock Charley, the barber, saw smoke 
coming out of the third-story windows of 
the building, and at once notified’ Officer 
Fitch, who turned in the alarm from box 
No. 31, after which he entered the building 
by the First-street stairway, and was the first 
to reach the door leading to the lodge- 
rooms, The officer broke open the door of 
one of the ante-rooms used by the janitor ef 
the hall,and discovered a large pile of 
rags partly consumed, and the whole room 
on fire and filled with a dense, suffocating 
smoke, which at first drove him back, and 
just.as he got out into the hallway again a 
portion of the ceiling fell.The fire haa made 
rapid headway, and by this time smoke 
was pouring from all the windows, show- 
~ ‘ares flames were at work in the main 
hall. 

The engines arrived about 10 minutes 
after the alarm was turned in, and no time 
was lostin getting to work. The ladders 
were run up to the third story and the 
windows broken in, but the smoke was so 
dense that nothing could be doue here. On 
First street, however, an entrance was 
effected, and a number of the books and 
records of the various lodges were got out. 
The flames had been burning fiercely 
on the inside of the building during 
all of this time, and about three- 

uarters of an hour after the alarm was 
turned in the first blaze was seen coming 
out of the roof. A few seconds later the 
flames burst out of all the windows on the 
third floor. The heat then became so in- 
tense that the firemen had to abandon the 
ladders on the Spring-street side of the 
building; but they took their nose up on 
the roof of the adjoining house, and from 
there fought the fire until it was got under 
control. About 9 o’clock the roof fell with 
a crash, and from this time on. it was com- 
paratively easy work, asthe fire could be 
reached, and the engines poured their 
streams down on the blaze, literally drown- 
ing it out. |

The newProspect-Park Base-ball Grounds 
were duly inaugurated Saturday with a 
first-class game..

The new grounds lie in the old Lick 
tract, a little beyond the northwest corner 
of the city, where the Los Felis hills look 
down on the great plain sloping to the 
ocean. To the southeast shine the many 
buildings of western.Los Angeles, and 
westward the flat country reaches the 
horizon. 

The Los Angeles gree, Railroad Com- 
pany, which has run to Burbank and the

thither regularly On Saturdays, Sundays, 
mc se and other days when games are 
play .

‘ Still Fighting for Time. 


The Council investigation of the offi- 
cial conduct of Chief of Police Cuddy, 
yesterday, resulted in a large amount 
of diseussion, but very little action—or 
rather, none at all. 

The charges brought against Mr. 
Guddy were amply proved. In fact, 
he virtually admitted the truth of most 
of them. It was shown that he had 
permitted gambling games to run and 


them; that he had made exceptions of 
certain favored prostitutes when raids 
were made on-that class of establish- 
ments; that he had attempted to dis- 
charge an officer immediately after 
said officer had been threatened with 
vengeance by a woman of the town, 
whose displeasure he had incurred; 
that he had turned ‘‘macs”’ loose when 
the stern hand of the law should have 
been allowed to deal with them, and 
that he had, as a general thing, stood 
as a shield between the disreptuable 


terror to evil doers. 

In spite of this damning evidence, 
Mr. Cuddy’s defenders in the Council, 
while constantly protesting that they 
wished to see him at once dismissed if 
the charges were proved, fought step 
by step for delay throughout the entire 
length of the discussion. Such action 
neither reflects credit upon themselves 
nor benefits their client. When those 
charges were first formulated: Mr. 
‘Cuddy assumed a very lofty and dig- 
 nified air of injuredinnocence. He de- 
.sired—nay, he demanded—a full and 
The Council 
has afforded him the opportunity for 
such investigation, but instead of as- 
sisting that body in arriving at the 
facts, as a man conscious of his inno- 
cence would have done, both he and his 
friends are making every effort to de- 
feat the investigation and to gain time. 
This. is not the action of an honest man, 
but it is the course which would natur- 
ally be adopted by a wrong-doer who is 
cornered and sees no way out of his 
dilemma. 

The course of those Councilmen who 
defend Mr. Cuddy is not creditable to 
them as public officers, entrusted by 
the citizens with great responsibilities, 
and who are justly expected to waive 
all ._ party or personal feelings in the 
discharge of their official duties. The 
investigation of this matter has—as we 
are forced to believe, very unnecessa- 
rily—been postponed for two weeks. 
Upon that date, the ‘citizens havea 
right to demand of the Council that 
this matter shall, once for all, be 
brought to a definite conclusion, and 
that Mr..Cuddy, having been plainly 
shown to be an unfit person for the re- 
sponsible position which he holds, shall 
be removed from office, and be replaced 
by a man under whose charge the po- 
lice department shall no longer be run 
in the interest of prostitutes, pimps 
and gamblers. 

If the Democrats persist in making 
this a party issue, they are thoroughly 
welcome to it. Iiithat case, the votes 
cast in our next munitipal election will 
show, not how many Republicans, 
Democrats and -Prohibitionists there 
are in Los. Angeles, but how many 
good citizens and how many of the 
dangerous element and their sympa- 
thizers: Friends of good government 
would welcome sucha test.

Section 1 provides that from and after the 
passage of the act it shall be unlawful for 
any Chinese laborer, who shall at any time 
heretofore have been, or who may now or 
hereafter be, a resident within the United 
States, and who shail] have departed or 
shall depart therefrom and shall not have 
returned before the oo of this act, to 
return to the United States, 

Section 2 provides that no certificates 
of identity provided forin the fourth and 
fifth sections of the act to which this act is 
supplemental shall hereafter be issued, and 
every certificate heretofore. issued in pur- 
suance thereof is hereby declared void and 
of no effect; and Chinese laborers claiming 
admission by virtue thereof shall not be 
permitted to enter the United States. 

Section 8 provides that all duties pre- 
scribed, and liabilities, penalties and for- 
feitures prescri the second, tenth, 
eleventh and tweifth sections of the act to 
which this is nt gee ra are hereby ex- 
tended and made applicable to the pro- 
visions of this act. 

tiSection 4 provides that all such part 
or parts of the act to which this is supple- 
mental as are inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Mr. Scott stated that the proposed legis- 
lation was the only means by which Chi- 
nese labourers could be kept out of the 
country. 

Mr. Payson of Illinois inquired whether 
the bill had been submitted to the Republi- 
can members from California, 

Mr. Scott replied that it had not; it was 
submitted to ree now. If the report as to 
the rejection of the Chinese treaty was cor- 
rect, or if the treaty was hereafter ratified, 
there was nothing in the bill in violation of 
any treaty. 

Mr. Morrow of. California said that the 
bill was directed to the revocation or issu- 
ance of certificates of identitication. The 
California delegation was entirely in favor 
of any méasure which would cure the evil 
existing on the Pacific Coast, but the read- 
ing of the bili as he had heard it read did 
not cover the point atissue, It provided 
for the repeal of that provision of the act of 
May 6, 1882, which provided for the issu- 
ance of certificates of identity. The 
trouble was that the treaty of 1880 provided 
that the Chinese wno were in the United 
States could go and come of their own free 
will and accord. It was not until 1882 that 
any law was placed on the statute books 
Ae ee for identification of those who 
should depart between the date of the 
treaty and the act of 1882. Twelve thou- 
sand Chinamen departed without certifi- 
cates of identification. Now, according to 
the decision of the courts, these persons 
are entitled to return on 
‘The bill did not cover this difficulty. If 
the gentleman from Pennsylvania would 
in the course of the afternoon introduce a 
bill-which would provide that Chinamen 
who left the Wnited States prior to the act 
of 1882 should not be entitled to return, that 
would cover the difficulty. 

Mr. Scott could see no reason for waiting 
until afternoon.. If the gentleman from 
California offered an amendment to remedy 
the evil, he would accept it. 

The bill then, at Mr. Morrow’s request, 
was again read, and Mr. Morrow expressed 
himself satisfied as it stood.

The Anarchists were in the 
procession, and declaring themselves 
to be carpenters, they were permitted 
to retain the place they had quietly 
slipped into, At the garden they unfurled 
their flag and refused to acknowledge the 
pes.._The ittee in| 
charge induced them finally to put 
the flagaway. When the committeemen 
turned their backs, however, the Anarchists 
seized their emb.em of blood and waved it 
aloft triumphantiy. Immediateiy they were 
attacked by 100 honest workingmen, whose 
‘fndignation was beyond contro!. The flag 
was trampled under foot, and one Anarchist 
after another went to the ground in the. 
fight that continueli for at least 10 minutes. 
All the Anarchists but five escaped the 
three detectives who were present, but 
those who got away were bleeding and 
lame, and will hardly appearin public for 
some time. The names of those arrested 
are Ben Bill, carpenter; Ewil Schilling, 
machinist; Godfrey Ostermyer, Charies 
Lubelin and Gustay Buetner, carpenters. 
They were tocked up at the Furest-street- 
police station and charged with riot.

NEW FREIGHT RATES. 


Western Roads Adopt Them—East- 
ern Lines fli..Hold Out 

CuHicaao, Sept. 3.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Committees appointed by the 
western roads to confer with representa- 
tives of the Transcontinental Association, 
with a view to securing modifications of the 
new tariffs where they discriminate against 
Chicago, held an all-day session today with 
Chairman Leeds, at the office of 
Chairman Midgely.

For several years Newman has been a 
cowboy Arizona, and has. chamed | 
to be one of the best pedestrians tn the 
world; but has not entered atigyasgipe> 
great pedesirian matches, because of 
buving no backers to encourage him 
With money and atrainer.

his walking powers, and the result 
was that a Wager.‘ Was soon 
among the officers that 
Newman could not -waik from that 
pace to Sin Francisco in 24 
days, as he claimed. ‘The wager was 
tuken up by Newman’s cowboy triends, 
and the arrangements for the long 
walk were atonce made. It was agreed 
that the line of the Southern Pacific: 
Railroad should be followed as closely 
as possible by road to Los Angeles, and 
tuen [rom puint tue Wwaik shouia 
turn northwestward, to San Buena- 
ventura; and then northward up the 
coast through San Luis Obispo to San 
Francisco. Newman was to be fol- 
lowed by a carriage containing an army 
lieutenant and a cowboy friend. Their 
duty was to carry food for the walker 
and themselves, and to see that he 
walked every toot of the way. 

Newman spent two weeks getting 
himself in physical condition for the 
long walk. it was found that the dias- 
tance'to be walked is about 1140 miles_ 
(it is 1080 by the Southern Pacific rail- 
road), and that a good part of the walk 
is over rough, hard ground. In some 
places it is very hilly. The pedestrian 
will have to cover am average of 47¢. 
miles each day to win his wager. 

Everything for the journey was fin- 
ished a week ago last Sunday evening, 
He preferred 
to walk in the night through Arizona, 
the hot weather there being too power- 
ful for much pedestrianism. From Ft. 
Bowie to Pomona the distance is about 
573 miles, and the walker made that in 
som days and 12 hours. ‘ He was 
somewhat sore and weary when he ar- 
rived here, but was more confident | 
than ever that he would win the 


weer. 

‘It [succeed in making San Fran- 
cisco in 24 days,” said Newman toa 
representative of the-Progress, ‘‘[ shall 
be sure that 1 can down any of the big 
walkers in the world.

[I am sure that, 
with traming and a good track for 
walking, I can beat any record that has 
ever been made.
